rapid succession, and it is a notable 
fact that some of the most important 
improvements in the work, as well as 
changes in the personnel of the pro- 
fession of deaf-mute instruction, have 
followed very closely within the past, 
few years. These t imes are strikingly 
marked by the advancement of the 

younger el emen t of instructors to 
positions of trust and importance] 

Schools that hitherto had been more 
or less stationary in their aims and 
methods have taken advanced posi- 
tions, and generally under the leader- 
ship of young principals and super- 
intendents who have brought re- 
newed vitality and energy into the 
work. 

Of the men who have recently risen 
from the ranks to the responsible 
offices of principal none have more fair* 
Iv merited promotion than the Princi- 
pal of the New York Institution — 
Knoeh Henry Currier. 

Horn in the town of Now buryport, 
Mass., descended from ancestors 
prominent in the early govern- 
ment circles of the Old Bay State, 
reared anil cilucatcd in the atino- 
sphere of New England patriotism, he 
is a typical American, animated with 
an honest pride for all that the name 

implies. He began the work of teach- 
ing the deaf at the New York Institu- 
tion at Ihi' lowest round of the ladder, 
and thus enjoys the rare distinction 

of having passed through all the gra- 
dations from primal y teacher to 
Principal. 

In 1S7S, from his special knowledge 
and experience in these branches, he 

became professor in charge of the de- 
partment of articulation, lip-reading 

and aural development, and by his 
thorough knowledge and close identi- 
fication with these specialties of the 
■i he has avoided being carried 
away by the chimerical claims of those 
whom enthusiasm would push be- 
yond the reasonable bounds of human 

possibilities. 

While Mt ill a teacher, he had served 
as librarian and curator of the museum 
for nearly twenty years, succeeding 
in that offioe the late Rev. Henry 
Winter Kyle; he also tilled the position 
of private secretary to the Principal, 
and. in later years, as Senior Professor, 

he assisted in the general management 
of ihe school. Consequently his suc- 
cession to Dr. Isaac Lewis Peel, as 
Principal, in January, 1898, Wasan 
eminently lifting recognition of his 
worth, and when, in March of the 
same year, as a further testimony of 
oonfidenoe in him, tin*, Directors 
abolished the dual offices of Principal 
and Superintendent, he became the cx- 
ecnt ive lead of the I list it nt ion, prefer- 
ring the title of Principal as more con- 
sistent with his life-work as a teacher. 

lie is characterised by strong, dear 

intellectual powers. His mind is capa- 
cious; his news large ami comprehen- 
sive. His talents, however, are much 
more of the practical than of the ab- 
stract kind. While manifesting little 

taste for spi lation upon abstruse 

and difficult questions, he exhibits ex- 
cellent practical judgment, is a w isl- 
and safe counselor, and on subject*) 
of interest he makes tew important 

mistakes. He is n<> mere speculator 

in i xperiments, profitless alike to 
pupils and teachers, but prefers to 
follow clearly settled principle! 
is such qualities that, prepared him 
for the important ollice he tills — and 
yet he does not lack th pially im- 
portant qualifications of c'ass room 
experience in the work ol instructing 
the deaf, and has a close familiarity 
with their peculiarities whether it 
be an uneducated child or the cultured 
ami refined adult. 

Of the Improvements and reforms 
he has introduced at Kanwood within 
the short period of two \ cars — his 
deeds speak louder than mere words, 
and he can safely leave to the de- 
cision of the future historian his place 
in the estimation of posterity.

Announce- 
ment of such n unique service as a 
talk to deal unites had attracted the 

assemblage, 

In Newburgh there are about 
twenty deaf-mutes. Nearly all of 
these were present, occupying seats in 
the front of the church. 'I no Rev. 
William Walsh conducted the 
regular service of the Kpiscopal 
Church. As he pionouneed the 
words, or as the choir Rung the ser- 

vioe, the Rev. Dr. Qalhvadet inter- 
preted it all to the deaf-mutes. 

At. the point in the service where 
the opportunity for original speaking 
is given, the Rev. Dr. (iallundet 
spoke. He. said : 

" I suppose that' some of you have 
wondeied what all this sign-making 
really means. It deals with ideas 
and not with the Kngliah language, 
for the time being. Deaf-mutes are 
taught to read the Knglish language, 
but in communicating with each 
other they have what is called the 
sign language, by which they com- 
municate ideas as rapidly as persons 
speak them. We have become so ac- 
customed to these signs that we take 
them to represent i.leas. 

Little children, deaf-mutes, in their 
homes, use signs to convoy their 
wishes. When they go to the 
schools we have for them, they learn 
the sign language which has been 
improved ami carried to a high point 
of cultivation. Signs takes the place 
of sounds. 

The work of teaching deaf-mutes 
some system of communicating ideas 
was begun in n listless way 150 
ago. Hut, during the last twenty- 
five years there has been more active 
development. 

In some schools an oral method is 
taught ; that is, the pupils learn the 
sounds of words. The majority of 
the seventy schools of the kind in 
this country use both the oral and the 
sign methods, but the latter of course 
prevails. 

The speaker has become so ac- 
customed to the signs that in talking 
to a congregation of deaf-mutes he 
never thinks of the English language. 
He thinks of the ideas ami com 
muiueates them directly. 

The speaker's father went to Paris 
to study the method of teaching the 
deaf-mutes then 1 . I'pon his return 
lo America hi' brought with him 
Laurent Clere and a school was 
founded. The speaker's father mar 
ried a deaf-mute. The speaker has a 
iiite wife, who was with him 
yesterday. 

Dr. Uallaudet explained the sign 
language. For instance, to indicate 
the idea of a " man," he made a 
motion as if touching the brim of his 
hat. For " woman," he made a 
motion as if touching a bonnet string 
" Forever and ever " is indicated by 
a sweep of the hand, forming a circle. 
" Bread " is indicated by cutting an 
imaginary loaf. " Freedom 
shown by a quick motion as if to 
burst bonds. 

There is a college at Washington, 
where the pupils go from the dif- 
ferent schools throughout the 
country. 

There are forty thousand dcaf- 
iiliites in this country. One third of 
these are at home, one-third at insti- 
tutions, and one-third have gone out 
to tioht the battle of life. 

The people who have gone out 
from the schools need pastoral care 
Therefore missions have been es- 
tablished for them. It is desired to 
have monthlv services in this city at 
Rev, John Marshall Chew's church. 
Dr. Oallaudot will not be able to be 
•Very month but he has as- 
sistants who will conic up. 

Ten clergymen of the Episcopal 
Church use the sign language. Five 
of these are deaf-mutes. 

In conclusion Dr. Oallmidct 
red to the deaf-mute home ueai 
Hamburgh. He visited il 
morning and conducted services 
there. His recital of the pathetic 
scenes at thai home demonstrated the 
high character, the true charity of 
(he work there conducted. — I\>)i<//t- 
keejme Xcirt /V.

He claimed to be a deaf- 
mute and used a card for his request. 

Barnman Wilcox got out the horse 
ami harnessed up, the man waiting 
near by meanwhile. When the rig 
was ready the man dove into his pocket 
to pay for it and then looked blank. 

" 1 declare," he wrote on the card, 
" I've left all my money with my 
wife. We were going out this after- 
noon for a drive and I let her take my 
pocketbook. If you insist on it I'll 
leave Mm my umbrella until I get 
back." 

Wileox sized up the umbrella and 
si/.ed up the man. The umbrella was 
nobby and genteel. So was the man. 
He decided to take tin- chances, The 
man took a card and wrote his ad- 
dress on it. It was "John K. Lesohe, 
107 Harrison plaoo." He got in the 
rig and departed. Mr. Mclluron vis- 
ited 107 Harrison place, and also .one 
or two other numbers in that neigh- 
borhood, John E Lesche was not 
known there.

Detective Harry was 
right along after him, but Stocking 
kept, ahead, making his way to 
Broad Street and thence to the Cen- 
tral tracks. The detective jumped on 
an engine and gave chase. He was 
soon overtaken and was carried to the 
depot on the locomotive.

Some years ago, the State bought 
property and established a Working 
Home for the Blind. It was designed 
for those of the unfortunates who, 
having no home, were placed in in- 
firmaries. By the establishment of 
the above institution they were bet- 
ter cared for, and in a measure paid 
for their support from the earnings of 
broom-making. 

The Institution was located at 
Iberia, and contained about thirty 
inmates. Last Saturday the build- 
ing* took tire and were totally de- 
stroyed. Superintendent F.ag'leson 
was called into consultation with the 
Secretary of the State Board of 
Charities, ami the Superintendent of 
the Blind Institution. It was at first 
proposed to care for the homeless in 
mates at this and the blind institu- 
tions. Other arrangements however, 
"were made. Since then there have 
been suggestions made to the trustees 
to purchase the property of Central 
College, which the Ohio Deaf- Mute 
Alumni has under consideration of 
buying. It would be certainly a rare 
opportunity let slip, if the property 
were allowed to go to other hands. 
However we have it from good au- 
thority that the managers of the 
Home Fund will be given first sav, 
till 'Noveniber 1st. After that date 
others will be given a chance, unless 
the Board gives the word that it will 
buy the farm and •building. Arrange- 
ments are now in progress to secure 
the property, which can be obtained 
for *3,300.
